girls should rest themselves by impro- 
vised seats in the shape of boxes o 
drawers. The discussion ol the snbjec 
will elicit the facts as to the treatmcn 
of female employes, and so arouse pub 
lie opinion that it will pay for shop 
keepers to treat the girls they hire wit 
at least as much consideration as cir 
cuiustances will permit.
